INTRODUCTION 


Harborwalk  will  be  as  much  a  part  of  Boston's  urban  pedestrian 
experience  as  Is  the  Freedom  Trail,  for  no  other  city  In  the  country  can 
match  the  rich  history  and  beauty  of  Its  waterfront.  The  vision  and 
goals  of  Harborpark  and  Harborwalk  are  clear:   planned  growth  and  public 
access.   In  the  1984  BRA  publication  Harborpark,  the  following  statement 
summarized  the  goals  to  produce  "...important  planning  principles  that 
will  guide  future  growth  and  development  of  the  waterfront;   these 
principles  endorse  public  access,  urban  design  standards,  and  a  set  of 
public  benefits  —  recreational,  cultural,  educational,  and  economic." 

Four  years  later,  this  is  still  a  conceptual  plan,  but  it  is  now  coming 
much  closer  to  fruition.  The  Request-for-Qualifications  that  the 
accompanying  material  is  in  response  to,  outlines  some  specific  tasks 
that  the  design  consultant  must  execute.  While  these  tasks  define 
products  such  as  an  up-to-ten-page  brochure  and  (4)  schematics  of  each 
element  within  the  Harborwalk  signage  system,  the  consultant  team  making 
this  submission  believes  that  the  tasks  are  much  broader.

Due  to  changes  and  general  wear  and  tear,  many  of  the  signs  and  maps 
within  the  MBTA  system  needed  to  be  replaced.   This  ongoing  project 
first  Involved  providing  an  inventory  of  existing  signage  for  each 
station  or  stop.   A  catalogue  was  made  containing  photographs  and  site 
plans  of  each  site.   Next,  the  existing  conditions  were  evaluated,  and 
recommendations  for  alternative  conceptual  solutions  were  made. 

Currently,  August  Associates  is  evaluating  the  signage  needs  for  the 
subway  and  trolley  systems.   Materials  are  being  tested  for  their 
ability  to  withstand  the  elements  and  vandalism.   Recommendations  for 
signage  replacements  are  being  made,  and  the  necessary  documents  for 
procurement  and  installation  are  being  assembled.

The  renovation  of  176  Federal  Street  presented  the  challenge  of 
gracefully  integrating  the  old  with  the  new.  Prominently  situated 
in  downtown  Boston's  financial  district,  the  original  Classical 
Revival  design  by  Shepley,  Rutan,  and  Coolidge  shows  a  strong 
horizontallty  capped  by  heavy  cornice.  August's  design  for  the 
addition  of  two  floors  to  the  top  of  the  turn-of-the-century 
building  responded  to  the  existing  building  while  creating  a  new 
spirit. 

Traditional  limestone  and  brick  were  used  on  the  exterior 
renovation,  while  interior  detailing  included  "Glided  Age" 
materials  of  wrought  iron,  brass  and  mahogany.  Interior  design 
focused  on  a  2-story  grand  lobby  on  the  street  level  and  an  upper 
atrlumin  the  new  tenant  space.  Design  criteria  established  for 
the  lower  levels  insured  that  retail  tenant  space  related  to  the 
character  of  the  building. 

An  added  feature  to  the  project  was  the  design  of  a  construction 
fence  mural,  commissioned  by  Centros  and  executed  by  artist  Adam 
Clvijanovlc.  The  artist  combined  colorful  images  from  the 
Industrial  Revolution  era  with  tongue-in-check  architectural 
motifs  to  entertain  and  delight  passersby  while  the  building  was 
under  construction.  The  mural  was  written  up  in  the  Boston  Globe, 
and  a  section  was  shipped  to  the  Decordova  Museum  in  Lincoln,  MA 
for  display  after  the  project  was  completed.

Situated  on  a  wooded  hill  which  overlooks  the  Blue  Hills  Reservation  and 
the  Neponset  River,  the  design  of  the  Westwood  Business  Center  maximizes 
the  location's  natural  attractions.   On  the  outside,  the  dramatic 
building  is  composed  of  a  masonry  base  and  an  aluminum  and  glass  top.   A 
600  foot  sweep  of  reflective  glass  accented  by  a  central  niche  creates 
its  dramatic  facade,  which  can  be  seen  from  several  miles  away  on  Routes 
128  and  95.   The  approaching  drive  winds  up  around  the  hill  to  the  other 
side  of  the  building  which  features  a  colorful  columned  porte-cochere 
and  parking  for  540  cars. 

On  the  Inside,  a  three  story  atrium  lobby  with  a  sculptural  fountain  and 
extensive  plantscaplng  creates  a  dramatic  and  appealing  focus.   Rich 
natural  materials  were  used,  such  as  flame-finish  granite,  multi-colored 
slate,  highly  polished  cherry  wood,  ceramic  tile,  and  marblelzed 
wallpaper.   The  result  is  an  interior  that  recalls  the  stunning  natural 
scenery  of  the  exterior. 

August  Associates  also  designed  a  cafaterla  within  the  building  using 
similar  materials,  reinforcing  the  design  themes  first  seen  in  the 
atrium.

August  Associates,  together  with  the  SWA  group,  landscape  architects, 
developed  a  strong  design  for  the  5.8  acre  site.   Featuring  a  prominent 
highway  presence  for  the  building,  the  site  Incorporates  parking  for  530 
cars  with  a  120  car  deck  that  disappears  Into  the  landscape.   This  deck 
and  the  stone  walls  of  the  required  retention  pond  are  designed  to  form 
a  visual  base  for  the  building,  and  the  building's  ceremonial  entrance 
and  4-story  atrium  are  reinforced  by  rows  of  cedars  radiating  from  this 
central  focus. 

In  addition  to  full  architectural  and  interior  design,  construction 
documents,  and  coordination  during  construction,  August  has  also  been 
responsible  for  the  full  coordination  fo  all  Interior  fit-up.
